REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


For THE YEAR ENpING MARCH 1, I89QI. 


Twelve terms of school, aggregating 108.5 weeks, 
have been held in town during the year. There have 
been three terms in each division. The winter term in 
in divisions 2, 3 and 4 was cut short by sickness and 
bad weather. We are able to report these twelve 
terms as being largely successful, and think our 
schools in the past year will compare favorably with 
former years, in general standing. 

Number of scholars reported by Selectmen, boys, 
423; girls, 44; total, 86. 

Number of scholars enrolled, boys, 47; girls, 44; 
total, 91. 

Number of children between five and fifteen, not 
attending any school, 4.

Scuoo.t No. 1. 


This school was taught by Miss Mary A. Downing, 
of Swanzey, who taught three terms in the same 
school the preceding year. She fully sustained her 
former reputation as a number one teacher. The schol- 
ars made good progress in their studies. This is the 
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largest school in town, having more scholars than any 
other two schools in town. ‘The order and deportment 
were first best. 


SCHOOLING. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Myra B. 
Nims, of Sullivan, a teacher of some experience, fully 
given to her work. She taught a good school and gave 
good satisfaction. 

The fall term, taught by Miss Ellen Taft, of Keene, 
an old experienced and energetic teacher, who had the 
tact of imparting to her scholars, hfe and ambition. 
At the examination the scholars were prompt in their 
answers, and spoke loud and distinct, which was grati- 
fying to the committee. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Emma J. Hub- 
bard, of this town. This was a short term on account 
of sickness and bad weather. At the examination there 
were but few scholars present, consequently one could 
not judge as correctly of the improvement of the 
school. 

ScHOOL No. 3. 


This school was taught the entire year by Miss 
Althea S. Barrett, of ‘Sullivan, who is well adapted to 
the vocation. She gained the good will of both schol- 
ars and parents, which is necessary for a good school. 
She was interested in her work. This isa small school. 
The scholars are mostly small, but we think will com- 
pare favorably with the rest of the schools. 


ScHOooL No. 4. 


The summer term was taught by Miss Annie L. 
Capron, of Swanzey. This was Miss Capron’s first 
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attempt at teaching. The school and scholars were 
small. The teacher appeared to wish to do the best 
she could, and undoubtedly with experience will make 
a good teacher. 

The fall and winter terms were taught by Miss 
Estella A. Marston, of Sullivan, a teacher of some ex- 
perience. As the scholars are mostly small, as much 
cannot be expected as of larger scholars and a larger 
school. We know of no general dissatisfaction. The 
winter term closed quite suddenly on account of the 
drifting snows and bad weather, the scholars being small 
the Board thought it advisable to close the school.

The Frankln 
series of arithmetics having previously been introduced 
with good results, the Board thought it advisable to 
continue with the Franklin series; therefore text books, 
and other general school supplies, including one com- 
plete set of school charts, were purchased, to the extent 
of about one hundred and fifty dollars, with the idea 
that it would be for the best interest of the schools in 
the future. We hope, and are of the opinion, that there 
will not necessarily be a very large expenditure of 
money in that line for the coming school year. We 
extend thanks to parents and all who may be concerned 
in school matters.
